W hile some of the manufacturers as­ 
sert that the past month’s business has 
been a little slack, many potteries are 
running full.

The pottery firm that can guarantee 
ifs ware against crazing w ill be easily 
able to hold its trade against foreign 
competition, and, in fact, outclass it in 
many respects. 
Reference is to the 
higher grades of porcelain, which have 
had the most foreign competition. 
It 
is considered by dealers that domestic 
porcelain is more artistic, has greater 
variety of fine shapes, is even lighter 
in weight and has a better color; but 
some of it will craze and is often easily 
broken. 
The importer has his own 
troubles. He has to place his orders 
far in advance, and then buy articles 
which he cannot use in this market, 
such as footed comports which may 
go in England, but are not desired 
here. Then he may have to take more 
sets than he wants; in fact, he cannot 
tell what lie is going to get out of a 
crate until he unpacks it. 
If a dealer 
is buying from a domestic pottery, he 
he can order what he wants and only 
what he wants and he doesn’t have to 
take anything he doesn’t want. He can 
wait until he needs them and is bet­ 
ter able to judge the requirements of 
the market. 
He can have them ship­ 
ped promptly in large or small assort­ 
ment, easily duplicated, in which there 
will be no more than

ordered.

Butler, Pa., Feb. I.— John and Ed- 
tard Biddie, th e escaped murderers, 
ffho escaped 
from 
the 
Allegheny 
jounty jail, and Mrs. Lucy Soffel, who 
iided their esca p e, 
were 
captured 
about seven m iles from here, after a 
bloody battle, lasting about 20 min- 
aus. in which about 200 shots were 
Ired. 
All three are wounded. 
The two Biddles are at the Butler 
jounty jail, and Mrs. Soffel is at the 
Sutler county hospital. 
All may live. 
To D etectives Charles 
McGovern. 
John Roach and A. H. Swinehart, of 
the Pittsburg bureau of detectives, is 
lue the credit. 
Officers Clash Over Prisoners. 


This credit, however, is disputed 
by the Butler cou nty officers, who par-1 
ticipated last night in a highly sen-1 
national episode, at which the cap- j 
lured men were forcibly taken away j 
{rom tile d etectiv es under threats of t 
arrest for tresp assin g. 
When the first report came to Sher­ 
iff Thomas H oon yesterday morning 
that the Biddles and Mrs. Soffel had 
eaten breakfast in that town, that of­ 
ficial was at Millerstown, transact­ 
ing other bu siness. 
Few of the persons who heard the 
report en the streets of Butler early 
in the cl av believed it. 
Notwithstanding this, however, the 
Biddles are know n to have driven 
into Butler, m ade some purchases and 
secured liquor at a well-known hotel 
before driving south, and making the 
circle that ended in their 
capture 
later. 
A telephone mesage to the sheriff’s 
office about 5:30 yesterday afternoon 
told of shots being heard between 
Mt Chestnut and Prospect, and al­ 
most following came the report that 
Hie posse of detectives had shot the 
Biddles and were bringing them to 
Hus place. 
The news spread like wild fire all 
over the county seat, and the main 
street of the town was lined with men 
sod women, waiting for the arrival 
of the detectives and their conquered 
armies cf the law. 
When the sle ig h s of the posse ar­ 
ched and neared the county jail, the 
officers standing guard 
over 
their 
bounded prisoners, the crowds along 
e street sent up cheer after cheer. 
Biddles Again Behind the Bars. 


In a few m in u tes th e tw o Biddies 
fc’e again behind iron bars, and M rs. 
was in prison, having attempt­ 


ed to kill herself wnen sne saw the 
Biddles fall wounded by the officers 
pursuing them. . 
Later the woman was taken to the 
hospital. 
She is not badly injured 
and may not even have to stay in the 
hospital more than a few days. 
The bullet was removed about 9:30 
o’clock and found to have inflicted 
little more than a flesh wound. 
It will be pqssible to remove her 
from the hospital, unless some unex­ 
pected complication sets in, at th 3 
lurthest, in two or three days. 
Dr.1 J. E. Byers said last night that 
Ed Biddle was 
shot 
through tile 
breast twice and was also shot in the 
mouth. 
His arm 
is 
broken, but 
whether by a shot or fall from tho 
sleigh he had not determined; his 
left lung was full of blond, his breath 
ing was 
greatly 
impaired and he 
doubted if he could live long. 
Ho said John Biddie had six gun­ 
shot wounds in his abdomen and five 
in his right arni. 
Stray pieces 
of 
shot also hit him in the face, but uou 3 
of themselves necessarily fatal. 


Blood Poisoning Might Set In. 
The chief danger in his case was 
from blood poisoning, which was no: 
unlikely, as he and his brother were

At ML Chestnut a fresh team of 
horses was secured and the officers 
bought big caps

pect, about five m iles beyond. 
There they 
were told a party of 
three, two men and a woman, had 
been 
seen in a sleigh, 
but a bay 
horse was being driven. 
This report later proved false, but 
rather non plussed the officers tor a 
few minutes. 
They were told that the occupants 
of the sleigh said they were going t i 
see a sick relative at Slippery Rock. 
Telephone m essages were sent to 
Slippery Rock and all the towns with­ 
in IO m iles of Prospect, but nothing 
had been seen of the Biddles. 
W hile at Prospect a telephone m es­ 
sage informed the Pittsburg 
detec­ 
tives that two men and a woman, an 
swering the description of the Bid­ 
dles and Mrs. Soffel, had just eaten 
dinner in a farm house on the out- 
sk iits of ML Chestnut and had just 
left, going in th© direction of Pros- 
pecL 
That was about 4:20 o ’clock. 
Leaving Prospect just as Deputy 
Sheriff Hoon and his posse arrived, 
Detectives 
McGovern, 
Roach 
and 
Swinehart started back for ML Chest­ 
n u t 
It was then apparent that the two 
parties would m eet som ewhere along 
the road. 
The plan of action had been fully 
decided upon beforehand, and the of­ 
ficers and their driver 
knew just 
what parts each was to play in the 
tragedy that was about to take place. 
Each officer exam ined his gun. 
The cartridges were closely inspect­ 
ed and every detail was prepared be­ 
forehand to forestall 
any 
possible 
miscarriage of their plans. 


Prepared For Desperate Work. 


D etectives Roach 
and 
McGovern 
were armed with W inchester 16-rc- 
peating rifles and two revolvers eacn, 
and D etective Swinehart wa3 armed 
with a brace of big 44-calibre revolv­ 
ers. 
Driver Snyder was 
also 
heavily 
armed, and each man was alert to the 
great danger of his position. 
The Butler posse followed a short 
distance behind, driving slow ly from 
Prospect. 
Knowing that they were soon 
to 
m eet the desperate Biddles and a bat­ 
tle to the death would likely result, 
the officers prepared for the event of 
their lives. 
When about half way between Mt. 
Chestnut 
and Prospect, coming up 
over a slight rise in the road, the 
detectives saw first the stolen black 
horse with a white face, then the 
sleigh. 
The two Biddles were on one side 
of the sleigh and Mrs. Soffel was on 
the other side. 
W hen first seen the Biddies and the 
officers were about 300 yards ap&rL 
The horse that the Biddie brothers 
drove showed signs of rough use. 
No sleigh bells were used, 
and 
there was nothing about the outfit to 
indicate anything wrong. 


Detective McGovern In Command. 


D etective McGovern was the gen­ 
eral of the party of officers. 
He rec­ 
ognized Ed Biddle’s features first, the 
other two 
occupants of the sleigh 
being Slightly hidden by the folds of 
a big robe. 
‘‘Get ready,” said McGovern. 
Then there was a click of rifles and 
'evolvers. 
The officers and the Biddles were 
nearing each other. 
“Drive slow ly,” said McGovern 
to 
Snyder. 
“Be careful and spread out. 
When 
I begin firing, everybody shoot,” con­ 
tinued McGovern. 
Gradually the two parties came to 
gether. 
Snyder was instructed not to stop 
until told to do so.

Biddles ccognized the Officers.

When the first report cam e to Sher­ 
iff Thomas Hood yesterday morning 
that the Biddles and M rs. Soffel had 
eaten breakfast in that town, that of­ 
ficial was at .Millerstown, transact­ 
ing other business. 
Few ol tho persons who heard tho 
report en the streets of Butler early 
in the fiav believed it. 
Notwithstanding this, however, tho 
Biddles are known to have driven 
into Butler, made som e purchases and 
Mewed liquor at a well-known hotel 
before driving south, and m aking the 
circle that ended in their 
capture 
tater. 
A telephone mesage to the sheriff’s 
office about 5:30 yesterday afternoon 
told of shots being heard 
between 
Mi Chestnut and Prospect, and al­ 
most following cam e the report that 
toe posse of detec tives had shot th-i 
Biddles and were bringing them to 
this place. 
The news spread like wild fire all 
over the county seat, and the main 
itreet of the town was lined with men 
tad women, waiting for the arrival 
of the detectives and their conquered 
Stoles of the law. 
"hen the sleighs of the posse ar- 
hud and neared the county Jail, the 
officers standing guard 
over 
their 
wounded prisoners, the crowds along 
toe street sent up cheer after cheer.

were told a party of 
three, two men and a woman, had 
been 
seen in a sleigh,

had been seen of the Biddies. 
W hile at Prospect a telephone m es­ 
sage informed the Pittsburg 
detec­ 
tives that two men and a woman, an 
swering the description of the Bid­ 
dles and Mrs. Soffel. had Just eaten 
dinner In a farm house on the out- 
sk iits of Mt. Chestnut and had just 
left, going in the direction of Pros- 
pecL 
That was about 4:20 o’clock. 
Leaving Prospect just as Deputy 
Sheriff Hoon and his posse arrived. 
D etectives 
McGovern, 
Roach 
and 
Swinehart started back for ML Chest- 
nuL 
It was then apparent that the two 
parties would m eet som ewhere along 
the road. 
The plan of action had been fully 
decided upon beforehand, and the of­ 
ficers and their driver 
knew just 
what parts each was to play in the 
tragedy that was about to take place. 
Each officer examined his gun. 
The cartridges were closely inspect­ 
ed and every detail was prepared be­ 
forehand to forestall 
any 
possible 
m iscarriage of their plans. 


Prepared F or Desperate W ork. 


D etectives Roach 
and 
McGovern 
were armed with W inchester 16-rc- 
peating rifles and two revolvers each, 
and D etective Swinehart wa3 armed 
with a brace of big 44-calibre revolv­ 
ers. 
Driver Snyder was 
also 
heavily 
armed, and each man was alert to the 
great danger of his position. 
The Butler posse fallowed a short 
distance behind, driving slow ly from 
P rospect 
Knowing that they were soon 
to 
meet the desperate Biddles and a bat­ 
tle to the death would likely result, 
the officers prepared for tho event of 
their lives. 
When about half way between Mt. 
Chestnut 
and Prospect, coming up 
over a slight rise in the road, the 
detectives saw first the stolen black 
horse with a white face, then tho 
sleigh. 
The two Biddles were on one side 
of the sleigh and Mrs. Soffel was on 
the other side. 
W hen first seen the Biddies and tho 
officers were about 300 yards aparL 
The horse that the Biddie brothers 
drove showed signs of rough use. 
No sleigh 
bells were used, 
a n i 
there was nothing about the outfit to 
indicate anything wrong. 


D etective McGovern In Command. 


D etective McGovern was the gen­ 
eral of the party of officers. 
He rec­ 
ognised Ed Biddle’s features first, the 
other two 
occupants of the sleigh 
being slightly hidden by the folds of 
a big robe. 
‘•Get ready,” said McGovern. 
Then there was a click of rifles and 
'evolvers. 
The officers and the Biddles were 
nearing each other. 
“Drive slowly," said McGovern 
to 
Snyder. 
“Be careful and spread out. 
When 
I begin firing, everybody shoot," con­ 
tinued McGovern.
